But the Fifty Thousand Dollar Appro- 
priation Is Side-Tracked by 
the House. 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—The President 
‘to-day sent the following message to Con- 
gress: 

To the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States: 

Official information from our Consuls in 

Cuba establishes the fact that a large num- 
ber of American citizens on the island are 
in a state of destitution, suffering for want 
of food and medicines. . This applies par- 
ticularly to the rural] districts of the central 
and eastern parts. The agricultural classes 
have been forced from their farms into the 
nearest towns, where they are without 
work or money. c ; 
_ The local authorities of the several towns, 
however kindly disposed, are unable to re- 
lieve the needs of their_own people, and are 
altogether powerless to hélp our citizens. 

The latest report of Consul General Lee 
estimates that six to eight hundred Amer- 
icans are without means of support. I have 
assured him that provision would be made 
‘at once to relieve them, To that end I 
recommend that Congress make an appro- 
priation of not less than $60,000, to be im- 
mediately available for use under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of State. 

It is desirable that any sum which may 
be appropriated by Congress should, in 
the discretion of the Secretary of State, be 
used for the transportation of American 
citizens, who, desiring to return to the 
United States, are without means to do

‘Appropriation Resolution Was Passed 
Unanimously. 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—An undertone 
of Cuban comment pervaded: the Senate 
when the session opened to-day. The an- 
ticipation of a Cuban message and a Cuban 
debate drew large crowds to the galleries. 
Among the Senators the Cuban question 
~ Was uppermost and they gathered in groups 
during the early routine business and dis- 
cussed the outlook. Among the early ar- 
rivals were Senator Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire; who presided at the Cuban 
mass meeting last night, and Senator Al- 
len, of Nebraska, who made a speech there, 
The day's calendar showed that the Mor- 
garni Cuban resolution had secured the par- 
liamentary status of wnfinished business, 
giving it the right of way at 2 o’clock. 
Immediately after the reading of the Jour- 
mal, Secretary Pruden of the White House 
staff presented the President’s message on 


Cuba, It was taken to the clerk's desk and 
received with the closest attention. 
Following the reading of the message, Mr. 
Davis of Minnesota, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, favorably re- 
ported, with amendments, the resolution in- 
troduced by Mr. Gallinger last Thursday, ap- 
propriating $50,000 forthe relief of destitute 
citizens of the United States in Cuba. The 
resolution as amended is as follows: 
Resolved, by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States in 
Congress assembled, that the sum of 
$50,000 be and the same is hereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, 
for the relief of United States 
‘ citizens in the Island of Cuba, said 
money to be expended at the discretion, 
and under the direction of the President 
of the United States in the purchasing 
and furnishing of food, clothes and medi- 
cines to such citizens, and for trans- 
portation to the United States such of 
them as desire and who are without 
means to transport themselves,

Relief Appropriation Side-Tracked in 
the House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17.—In the 
House Mr. Hitt of Lilinois asked for the 
immediate consideration of a bill to appro- 
priate $50,000 for the relief of destitute 
Americans in Cuba, but Mr. Bailey of Texas 
said that he must object unlegs an amend- 
ment embodying Senator Morgan’s resolu- 
tion for recognition of the insurgents be 
added, Mr. Dingley objected to the amend- 
ment, whereupon Mr. Bailey objected to 
the bill and the Cuban question was side- 
tracked. 

The Democrats of the House have formed 
a plan which may force the House to a 
vote on the question of recognizing the bel. 
ligerency of the Cubans. If Mr. Hitt's bill 
for an appropriation of $50,000 for relief 
of American citizens is called up again, 
Mr. Bailey will offer Senator Morgan’s 
resolution for recognition of belligerency. 
If, as is reported, the committee on rules 
reports a special rule for the consideration 
of the bill, which will prevent amendments, 
as was done with the tariff bill, he will 
present a minority report from the com- 
mittee on rules which will permit ‘mend- 
ments to the bill and will insist on a vote 
on the minority report. The Republican 
leaders say that the President's message 
presents a business question which they @o 
not wish to complicate with the question of 
recognition.

MORGAN RESOLUTION ° 


Taken Up by the Senate and De- 
bated. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17.—The Mor- 
gan Cuban resolution was taken up in the 
Senate at 2:45. When the resolution came 
up Senator Wellington of Maryland made a 
vigorous Speech in opposition to it. He 
Said the Republican party had come into 
power to relieve the people of this country 
of distress. The first duty of Congress, he 
Said, wag to create prosperity, not to Cuba, 
but to the American people. Senator Well- 
ington said that as a Republican he wanted 
to say that he most emphatically and heart- 
ily approved of the poliey of Grover Cleve- 
land in reward to Cuba. Cleveland, he said, 
was entitled to the thanks of the people be- 
cause he would not rush this country 
headlong into war with Spain. 

Mr. Pettus of Alabama asked who are 
the jingoes and the question brought out 
loud applause from the galleries. 

Mr. Wellington replied that jingoism was 
the one thing that would drag the country 
into war, regardless of reason. 

Mr. Stewart criticised Mr. Wellington’s 
indorsement of the Cleveland administra- 
tion. Mr. Stewart favored the resolution. 


HIGH SENSE OF HONOR. 


How Horatio Bottomley Has Startled 
the Commercial World. 
LONDON, May 17. —The Commercial 
world has been startled*by a remarkable oc- 
currence in which Horatio Bottomley, for 


many years President of the Hansard Un-. 


ion, is the central figure. The business of 
the Union was the publication of verbatim 
reports of the proceedings of Parliament, 
corresponding to the Congressional Record 
in the United States. Several years ago 
the Union combined with a number of large 
printing establishments; more stock and 
bonds were issued than the amalgamated 
concern could stand, and, as a finale, there 
was a crash in which the stock and bond 
owners lost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. The indignation of the unfortunates 
was focused in the main upon President 
Bottomley, although the legal investigation 
that followed developed the fact that he 
was more of a victim than a wrecker. 

In the few years that have elapsed since 
the crash he has managed to accumulate a 
large fortune in speculation, and having 
traced out all of the stockholders of the 
old concern who were ruined or crippled by 
the failure, he has placed in the hands of 
trustees two million and a quarter of dol- 
lars, to be divided among the stockholders 
in proportion to their losses. 

The action is the more noteworthy from 


the fact that there existed neither legal 
nor moral obligation on Bottomley'’s part 
to meet any of the Habilities of the defunct

SENSATIONAL SITUATION THAT 
MAY¥ LEAD TO BLOODSHED. 


REPUBLICANS -AND- GOLDBUGS. 


They Compose One Side, While the Sil- 
ver Democrats Form the Cther 
and Trouble Imminent. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., May 17.—This State 
witnessed the epectacle this morning of 
two separate bodies in session in the same 
hall, and each claiming to be the Senate 
of Kentucky. The fight over the Stephen- 
son bill was renewed and the advocates of 
the bill were confident of its passage, the 
silver Democfats insisting that Lieut.-Gov. 
Worthington vacate the chair pending an 
appeal from one of his decisions by Senator 
Bronston on the question of ‘indicating’ 
members who are present but refuse to 
vote, Lieut.-Govt Worthington, backed by 
the Republicans and gold Democrats, ré- 
fused to vacate the chair. 

Senator Goebel, the president pro. tem., 
who was presiding pending the appeal from 
Worthirgton’s decision, demanded his right 
to the chair. The President refused to rec- 
‘ognize him and lifting a chair over the 
clerk’s desk Goebel took his seat beside 
the clerk’s and the two bodies were in ses- 
sion amid the wildest confusion. 

Bitter words passed between Senator 
Rronston of the silver side and Gov. Worth- 
ington of the Worthington Senate. The 
Worthineton Senate then adjourned till 3 
o'clock this afternoon and the Goebel Sen- 
ate which, while in the minority, is backed 
by the clerks and all the other officers, ad- 
journed till five minutes before 3 o'clock.

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SUBMARINE BOAT. 


Launching of the Holland, Which Is 
Calculated to Revolutionize 
Naval Warfare. 


ELIZABETH, .N. J., May 17.—The Hol- 
land submarine torpedo boat was launched 
at the Crescent ship yards in this city to- 
day. The inventor of the boat, John P. 
Holland, has closely watched the construc- 
tion of the vessel. The vessel was chris- 
tened ‘*The Holland’’ by Mrs. Nixon, wife. 
of Lieut. Lewis Nixon, the constructor. 
There were few present at the lauching. 
Inventor Holland says there will not be 
any attempt at submarine evolutions for 
several weeks. 

The construction of the boat has been 
eagerly watched all over the country. The 
boat is cylindrica] in shape, is fifty feet 
three inches long, with a four-foot screw 
projecting extension. The diamfeter is ten 
feet three inches midships and the moulded 
diameter is the same. The boat can travel 
under water eight knots an hour for eight 
hours and ten knots an hour on the surface. 
The power comes from a gasoline engine 
and a dynamo, the former to be used when 
the boat is eating along the surface and the 
latter when she is submerged. It will take 
less than a minute to submerge the boat, 
and about the same Ingth of time for her to 
rise to the surface. The armament consists 
of three torpedo tubes, which will discharge 
high explosives. Six men will constitute 
the crew. 

Mr. Holland was asked by the United 
States, British and Spanish Governments to 
allow a representative on board ——? the 
trial trip of the boat, but he refu the 
request.After a trial trip he says he will 
allow an engineer from each Government 
to see the workings of the boat, which it is 
believed will revolutionize warfare. Several 
foreign nations have bid for the vessel, but 
it is likely that Mr. Holland will sell her 
to the United States.

WILL TELL HIM GREECE MUST 


NOT BE CRUSHED. 


PORTE’S AMAZING DEMAND. 


INSISTS UPON THE ANNEXATION 
OF THESSALY. 


Fighting Between Greeks and Turks 


‘' Reported All Along 
the Line. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 17.—The rep 
resentatives of the powers here held a long 
meeting and drew up a note which will be 
presented to the Turkish government as 
soon as one of the Ambassadors receives 
the necessary instructions from his govern- 
ment. This note does not deal with the 
peace conditions, but merely repeats the 
request for an armistice and declares the 
powers will not permit Greece to be 
crushed. 

Although it is assumed in some quarters 
that the Porte, in accordance with Bastern 
usages, has demanded more in order to 6b- 
tain less, it is pointed out that if the Tur- 
kish government desired to bargain it 
would not have formulated its conditions 
officially. 

The tone of the military officials here and 
elsewhere 1s most emphatically against 
abandoning Thessaly. They argue that if 
Europe has been unable to make Greece 
evacuate the Island of Crete, how will 
Europe be able to force Greece out of Thes- 


saly? 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 17.—The news. 
papers protest vigorously against the terms 
of peace with Greece. They declare that if 
Turkey insists upon them, Europe will be 
obliged to abandon mediation. The Novo 
Vremya says that in the event of Turkey 


the powers will have to take practical meas-

FIGHTING AT DOMOKOS, 


Advance of the Turkish Army, Nume 
bering 30,000 Men. 

ATHENS, May 17.—Fighting between the 
Greeks and Turks at Domokos began short- 
ly after noon to-day. 

A dispatch was received this morning 
from Crown Prince Constantine, dated 
from Domokos at 8:30 this morning, saying 
that the Turks, numbering about 3°90 men, 
had appeared in sight, marching or pomo- 
kos, and that the attack would apparently 
be directed against the two wings, and es- 
pecially the left wing of the Greeks’ forces, 

Another dispatch from the Crown Prince, 
dated noon, said that the Turks had drawn 
nearer, and were then about four and one- 
half miles distant. 

Immediately after the receipt of this dis- 
patch M. Ralli, the Premier, hastened to 
the Foreign Legations, visiting each in 


turn, 

LAMIA, Thessaly, May 17.-4:0 p. m—

DEMANDS OF THE SULTAN. 


An Extraordinary Reply Which Has 
Astounded the Powers. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 17.—The Porte 
has replied officially to the note of the 
powers and declines to agree to an armis- 
tice until the following conditions are ac- 


ted: 
“Ene annexation of Thessaly, an indemnity 


of £10,000,000, Turkish money and the aboli- 
tion of the capitulations. he Porte pro- 
poses that plenipotentiaries of the powers 
shall meet at Pharsalia to discuss the terms 
of peace, and declares that if these condi- 
tions are declined the Turkish army will 
continue to advance. 

The demand for the annexation of Thes- 
saly is based upon the fact that the prov- 
ince was originally ceded to Greece on the 
advice of the powers, with the object o 
endin brigandage and Greek incursions 
into Ottoman territory, the Porte believing 
at the time that the cession would attain 
these objecta, but the recent incursions o 
Greek bands and the events immediately 

receding the war have proved to the con- 
rary. This is the substance of the reply. 

The Ambassadors met to consider the 
Porte’s answer, which is regarded as raisin 
an extremely grave issue. It is believ 
that representations will be made to the

A dispatch to the Standard from Constan- 
tinople says: 

The Porte’s reply to the Powers is based 
upon a mazbata presented by the Ministers 
of the Sultan, representing that Greece was 
responsible for compelling’ Turkey to de- 
clare war; that for the last fifteen years 
Greece had ignored her engagements under 
the Berlin treaty. by omitting to pay in- 
demnity, by seizing and confiscating 
vakoups, or religious domains, and, finally, 
by invading Turkish soll; and that, there- 
fore, the Council was of opinion that Greece 
had not just claim upon him for leniency. 

Then follow the proposals upon which the 
Council would base a peace. The Grand 
Vizier. in submitting the mazbata, assured 
the Sultan that the nation was prepared to 
shed its last drop of blood in support of 
such conditions of settlement. 

The war party threatens to dethrone the 
Sultan if he shows any weakneéss, but 
shrewd observers believe that this is only 
a farce to enable him to pose before Eu- 
rope as the unwilling victim of his fanatical 
subjects. 

In spite of the great succese of Edhem 
Pasha the palace spies have expressed their 
doubts of his fidelity and the Sultan has 
Sent a special aide de camp to watch him. 

The preposterous terms proposed by the 
Porte muet be regarded as the natural and 
usual methed of Oriental bargaining. They 
would not be serious did they not force a 
continuance of the fighting. 

As the terms on which peace will finally 
be declared the general belief in official cir- 
cles is that they will be settled by Euro- 
pean conference. 


ROUTED NEAR ARTA. 


Greeks Dislodged by the Forces of Os- 
man Pasha. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 17~—The Gov- 
ernor of Janina telegraphs that a division 
of Turkish troops under. Osman Pasha, 
after having fought for two days before 
Arta against much superior forees of 
Greeks, has succeeded in inflicting very 
gZreat losses on the enemy and has dis- 
lodged the Greeks from the strong position 
Which they occupied. 

LONDON, May 17.~+The officials of the 
Greek Legation to-day received a dispatch 
from Athens, announcing the cessation of 
hostilities throughout Epirus. 


BULLDOZED BY JOHN BULL. 


Story That England Silenced the Guns. 
of the Greek Fleet. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—Important infor- 
mation has just been received here and by 
a leading European diplomatist in Washing- 
ton, which affords an explanation of the 
paralysis of the Greek fleet and the im- 
potence of the Greek military operations in 
the present campaign. 

King George planned several quick and 


powerful demonstrations with the fleet. The 
British Minister promptly informed him 
that under no circumstances would the 
Greek fleet be allowed to attack Salonika or 
Smyrna, as it would be prejudicial to Eng- 
land’s commercial interests, and that if the 
fleet attempted to make such attacks, the 
British squadron would sink every vessel in 
the Greek navy. That day the fleet lay 
idle, while Turkish forts raked it. Hearing 
this, King George gave orders to reply, but 
again England forbade the demolition of 
ihe fortification, and after a twenty-four 
hours’ engagement the fleet was ordered to 
rendezvous at the island of Skiathos, on the 
eastern coast, leaving the crumbling ruins 
of Prevesa in the hands of the Turks. 
From ®kiathos the Greek fleet sailed to 
Platamona and destroyed a Turkish depot 
of arms. Simultaneous with this movement, 
one-halt of the English squadron blockad- 
ing Créte was ordered to the Bay of 
Salonika. When the fleet sailed toward 
Salonika the English renewed their threat- 
ening representations. King George was 
again compelled to reduce his navy to si-

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sHOT HIMSELF IN PRESENCE OF 
THE GIRL HE LOVED. 


DIED EARLY MONDAY MORNING. 


The Young Couple Belonged to 
Wealthy Kentucky Families and 


Had Been Engaged. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May  17.—Preston 
Thornton, a grandson of Gen. William Pres- 
ton, and a member of a prominent family 
of Lexington, is dead at the home of Milton 
H, Smith, President of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad Company, from a self- 
inflicted wound. The bullet entered the left 
breast, breaking a rib, and lodged in the 
spine. His death occurred at 3:30 o’clock 
this morning. His father and mother who 
came here from Lexington, were by his side 
‘when death came. 

Thornton had for: some time been paying 
court to Myr. Smith’s only daughter, Nettie 
Belle Smith, and was engaged to her, but 
the match was broken off recently. Yester- 
day Thornton came down from Lexington 
and renewed his suit, but without avail, and 
then, in the presence of Miss Smith, he 
drew a revolver.and fired:-upon bimself. 
The following statement of the case was 
prepared by Attorneys Humphrey and Da- 
vie and submitted to the newspapers for 
publication: 

“Yesterday morning Mr. Preston Thorn- 
ton attempted to kill himself under cir- 
cumstances of the most painful character.

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A DISGRACEFUL SPECTACLE. 

Fifteen thousand people from St. Louis 
and elsewhere were disappointed and an- 
gered yesterday because a couple of loco- 
motives failed to be completely smashed 
up in a head-end collision that had been 
advertised as a show. It was a disgrace- 
ful spectacle, and as it is likely to be re- 
peated in various parts of the country, it 
is time to protest against the mischievous 
tendency of such 

It is well known that we are still in the 
midst of a serious industrfal depression. 
Hupdreds of thousands of willing work- 
ers stN] find it impossible to get employ- 
ment and earn enough bread for them- 
selves alkI-their families. It is difficult 
for the charitable organizations and the 
newspapers to raise a little money to re- 
lieve dire need during periods when want 
is most conspicuous. Yet, under the the- 
ory that a man has the right to do what- 
ever he pleases’ with his own, property | 
worth several thousand dollars is wan- | 
tonly sacrificed to afford a sensational 
spectacle to sightseers. 

If the railroads are to smash up locomo- 
tives to furnish a holiday sensation, why 
should not the Trusts blow up their 
closed factories and elevators for the 
same purpose? Doubtless the crowds of 
thoughtless persons who go to witness 
such scenes would feel disappointed and 
. @ngered when the properties failed to be 
destroyed according to programme. And 
meanwhile, cases of starvation and sui- 
cide to escape pauperism continue. 
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STILL THE HUMPHREY BILLS. 

So far as their character and purpose 
are concerned, amending the Humphrey 
bills of infamy by reducing the term of 
charter extension from fifty: to thirty 
years, is not important. 

The charters under which the principal 
Chicago street railway lines are now op- 
erating will expire in 1903. Nothing is 
more certain than that the street railway 
companies, in order to secure their re- 
newal when they expire, must pay the 
city more for the valuable privileges they 
enjoy than they are paying now under 
the present charters. There must be a 
reduction in fares, a payment of a per- 
centage of. gross receipts into the city 
treasury, a stricter municipal regulation 
and control of the accommodations for 
passengers, and such other things as the 
municipality may demand for the invalu.- 
able franchises it will be called upon to 
extend. 

It is the knowledge of these facts that 
has moved the corporations interested to 
attempt to use the State to cheat the peo- 
ple of Chicago of their due. Without an 
extension by the State. present street 
railway franchises in Chicago will be 
worth no more in 1903, until extended by 
the city, than the cars and the rails will 
bring at public or private sale. Its char. 
ter is the life and the chief commercial 
property of any corporation. 

The State has no more right to rob the 
people of Chicago for thirty years than 
for fifty years, It has no right to rob its 
citizens of théir rights for one day. The 
issue is not changed. It cannot be 
changed. And men who change their 
votes because of the proposed amend- 
ments can only be understood as having 
abandoned a principle. 
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THE DANGER IN THE EAST. 
The Sultan insists upon the cession of 
Thessaly as a preliminary condition of 
peace, and there is little doubt that in 
this demand he has a promise of support 
from some one of the Great Powers.

It is now demonstrated that Olney, no 
doubt with the connivance of Cleveland, 
regularly and deliberately suppressed 
every scrap of official information which 
could convey to the people of this country 
a knowledge of the condition of their 
countrymen in Cuba, and of the atroci-

every instinct of humanity. The reports 
of our Consuls were suppressed to enable 
Cleveland and Olney to carry out their 
policy of Spanish sympathy, and while 
they arrested and imprisoned Americans 
at home for violating a neutrality they 
had never declared, they not only per- 
mitted but encouraged the murder and 
spoliation of non-combatant Americans 
in Cuba. 

Cleveland and Olney were not only in 
practical alliance with Spain, but they 
encouraged Spanish atrocities and bar- 
barism by standing between the Amier- 
ican people and the truth. They not only 
condoned murder and pillage; they 
abetted them by shielding the Spaniards 
from the just consequences of their in- 
human acts.

This sen- 
tence has been confirmed by the Supreme 
Court, and to jail Mr. Chapman now prob- 
ably goes, an attempt to obtain a pardon for 
him by some of his speculative friends hav- 
ing broken down, 

The case was a test case, and Mr. Davis, 
who appears to be a man of courage, now 
promises to bring to the bar several other 
gentlemen who refused to answer the ques- 
tions, viz., Messrs, McCartney and Sey- 
mour, brokers; Messrs. Edwards and Shriv- 
er, correspondents, and last, bit not least, 
Messrs. Hevemeyer and Searles of the Sugar 
Trust. 

The ftmportance of the case legally lies 
not so much in the punishment which has 
overtaken Mr. Chapman as it does in the 
complete demonstration of the power of 
the Senate to get at facts touching the 
corruption of its own members if it desires 
to do so. As often as any one refuses to 
testify, to jail he can be sent, and the 
most resolute broker would rather tell the 
whole truth than spend many months even 
in a comfortable jail. But its political im- 
portance is far greater, for it comes just at 
the moment.when a new sugar schedule is 
pending in the Senate, and “speculation” 
is beginning again, and a new scandal is 
openly promised. 

It could not come at a more inconvenient 
time, for it directs all eyes to the Senate 
and to the one great trust which everybody 
knows wrings half its swollen substance 
out of the public by the aid of Senators 
through votes obtained under circumstances 
which those cognizant of them are obliged 
to conceal, lest the ring be broken up by 
the courts.

Had the Champions not made several 
most un-Baltimore like breaks, the Sunday 
game with the Browns would hardly be 
worth more as a bit of news than the an- 
nouncement that St. Louis lost by a score 
of 14 to 5.

St. Louis 
scored once in the first inning in a manner 
hitherto unheard of in a game in which 
Baltimore was engaged. Two men were out 
and Tuck Turner, who has taken a terrific 
hitting streak lately, lined out a two-bagger. 
Connor was given a pass and Germany 
Hartman went up to knock the wadding out 
of the pellet. Instead Hoffer smote him in 
the solar plexus and the bases were full. 
McFarland next tired out Hoffer by drop- 
ping fouls all over the place, and when he 
went to first on four bad ones:-Turner was 
forced in. 

The Browns scored tn the fifth inning, two 
of which were on errors.

LADIES DETERMINED TO ESTAB- 
LISH A PERMANENT ORCHESTRA. 


TO RAISE A GUARANTEE FUND. 


Mrs. McKittrick Explains the Scope of 
the Society and the WNeces- 
sity of Co-Operation. 


In the assembly hall at Mary Institute 
Monday afternoon a number of ladies and 
gentiemen met to discuss plans for reorgan- 
izing the Choral-Svymphony Socity and es- 
tablishing a permanent orchestra 

The attendance was encouraginglyv lare®. 

Mrs. Mary W. MeKittrick presided. Pre- 
vious to the meeting, in discussing its ob- 
ject, Mrs. McKittrick said: ‘‘We are only 
doing what the ladies of Brooklyn and Cin- 
cinnati have successfully undertaken. The 
gentiemen who have been active in the man- 
agement of the Choral-Symphony Society 
for yeats are buey men, and are unable to 
give more than a smal) portion of their time 
to the society. For that reason the ladies 
have taken the burden of faising the neces- 
sary funds and outlining the season's pro- 
gramme on their shoulders. The gentlemen 
will continue to be actively interested, but 
the time-consuming details will be looked 
after by us who have the leisure. 

“Similar conditions were met in a simiiar 
way in Brooklyn, where the ladies raise 4 
$12,000 guarantee fund yearly for the Seidl 
concerts. The Cincinnat! Chorus Orchestra 
is also looked after by the ladies of that 
city. 
‘We anticipate a serious task. The con- 
ditions we have to face are apathy and 
prejudice. It is really remarkable that 
some of our wealthiest people know nothing 
and care less about the work of the Choral- 
Symphony Society. When we were raising 
a guarantee fund to meet the last season's 
deficit, one of the ladies called on a promi- 
nent merchant whose name is continually 
in the papers. He had seer the name of the 
society in print bit he didn’t know any- 
thing about it. His offer to subscribe $ to 
the guarantee fund was promptly declined. 
‘ There is more of this than the music-loving 
public would imagine despite the society's 
seventeen years’ work in building up musical 
entiment. 
a referred to encountering prejudice. 
*Misapprehension would be a better word. 
Some people have an idea that the Choral- 
Symphony is an exclusive affair, run by 4 
certain set in society. Nothing could be 
more erroneous. There can be no such thing 
as aristocracy in music. It belongs to all 
the people. The meetings we are haidin s. 
‘are open to everyone. All are welcome.-and 
everybody present has a right to vote. The 
society wants everybody to subscribe and 
for those who cannot afford a seasons sub- 
scription, single seats will be on sale and 
the matinee performances at popular pr.ces 
will put the concerts in reach of everyone. 

“The chorus is open to everyone. There is 

‘no test but musical ability. The social 
standing of an applicant is not considered. 

“Our plans for the coming season con- 
template a broadening of the work of the 
society. We will have four choral, four 
symphony and four miscellaneous concerts. 
The latter eight will be repeated with the 
same soloists at matinee performances at 
popular prices. Admission down stairs will 
be half a dollar and twenty-five cents in the 
gallery. There will be no reserved seats. 

‘We have been brought to the matinee 
idea by the failure of the Sunday concerts. 
We wish to make the orchestra permanent, 
and can only do so by giving a number of 
concerts. It is our hope that the concerts 
will be self-sustaining. In order to meet 
any deficit and to pay for the necessary 
orchestral rehearsals we propose to raise a 
guarantee fund of $12,000. This will have 
to be done between now and June 15, as 
people begin to scatter for the summer then, 
and we must be in shape to make arrange- 
ments with the members of the orchestra. 
“Two thousand five hundred dollars has al- 
ready been assured us, and we are hope- 
ful of securing the rest. If we don’t suc- 
ceed it will be because St. Louisans do not 
want high-class music. 
“The society's past season has been en- 
cotiraging. It was eminently successful from 
an artistic standpoint. Mr. Ernst has 
demonstrated his ability as a conductor, and 
the members of his orchestra have given 
etriking evidence of their loyalty. They 
kept up the Sunday concerts at a personal 
sacrifice and we should all try to show our 
appreciation of their hearty co-operation in 
the endeavor to put St. Louis musically on 
@ plane with the ather cities of the country. 
If the guarantee fund is raised the or- 
chestra will be increased to sixty members, 
This will put our organization on a plane 
with any orchestra in the country, and un- 
dre Mr. t’s able direction, I am sure we 
will hold our own from an artistic stand- 
* yt with the forces of Damrosch, Seidl, 
Paur or Thomas. 
“All we need is the co-operation of our 
wealt#y men, who should be patrons of art, 
and, secondly, the support of the public. In 
aecago fifty leading citizens subscribe $1,000 
annually to the Thomas guarantee fund. We 
a@re asking but a little more than one-fifth 
of that sum for an orchestra, and, as to 
coon support, we will certainly give them

THE CITIZENS’ ELECTRIC LINE 
WILL BE iMPROVED. 


DISPOSITION OF OLD CARS. 


Those Now in Use Will Probably Be 
Transferred to the Union 
Line. 


The/ Citizens’ Electric line, the principal 
branch of the Hamilton syndicate, is to 
have a new equipment of rojling stock. 

General Manager Robert McCulioch has 
issued specifications for sixty new cars.

The smaller deta!ls as to finish and orna- 
mentation of the cars will be determined 
after the work is well under way.

WAR MADE ON HIGHBINDERS. 


Seven Heathens Give the Names of 
Christians When Arrested, Caus- 
ing Great Confusion. 


Christian Chinese of St. Louis have 
banded together to put a stop to gambling 
by their heathen brethren. They are headed 
by Jeu Sue, a member of the First Pres- 
byterian Church. 

As a result a price has been set upon Jeu 
Sue’s head by the Highbinders and the 
edict has gone forth that he must die be- 
fore Wednesday night. 

Jeu Sue told this to the detectives at Four 
Courts Monday morning and also to Assis- 
tant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson. Hs 
says that Ng Chow is the one who in the 
language of pirates ‘“‘tipped him the black 
spot.”’ 

Jeu dresses well in the clothing of Ameri- 
cans. He speaks English fiuently, rarely 
doubling the consonants as most of his 
compatriots do. 

“Seven of us have started this crusade,”’ 
said he, “‘and we are going to rid China- 
town of gamblers if we have to die for it. 
I have been in St.*Loujs since I was a 
little boy. I went to Sunday-school and 
then joined the Presbyterian Church, My 
countrymen would be all right if they would 
leave opium alone and wouldn’t gamble. 
We are making what you call a crusade 
and we expect to benefit our countrymen,” 

Jeu was asked when the threat was made 
to kill him. 

‘“Yesterday,’’ he said. “Just after the 
raid by the detectives. Ng Chow said I 
would die before Wednesday night.’’ 

“Do you think you will?” 

Jeu laughed. “Everybody knows High- 
binders,”’ he replied. ‘“They are mostly cow- 
ards and only kill if they get a chance in 
an alley.’ 

The raid mentioned by Jeu took place 
Sunday afternoon. The Christian China- 
men complained that a gambling game was 
being conducted at 15 South Eighth street, 
in the rear of Andrew E. Foo’s grocery. De- 
tectives Williams and Killian swooped down 
on the place and captured Foo and eight 
other Chinese, who were playing fan-tan. 
A patrol wagon was called and, amid the 
babble and chatter of Celestials, the pris- 
oners were taken to Four Courts. There 
they registered as Andrew E. Foo, Sam 
Wah, N. G. Lee, Charles Loo. Jim Hing, 
Sing Lee, Chang John, Hy Bang and Sing 


Lung. 

Bright and early Monday morning the 
seven proselyted Chinese, under the leader- 
ship of Jeu Sue, appeared at the Four 
Courts to prosecute their fallen compatriots. 
Detective Killian took them in tow and 
there was a long confab in the warrant of- 
fice. When Killian read off the names of the 
prisoners for whom warrants were asked 
there was great consternation. Jeu threw 
up his hands and looked at his companions 
in askance. 

The old saw, “For ways that are dark,” 
etc.. had proved true again. 

The foxy heathens had given the names of 
the Christians when they had been lined u 
by the desk Sergeant. All save Andrew E. 
Foo and Ng Chow had thus acted. Foo is 
too well known to resort to such tactics and 
Chow gave the alias of N. G. Lee. 

Finally, by the liberal use of John Does 
and Richard Roes warrants were secured 
and Jeu Sue’s band left, vowing they would

SHE SAVED HER GRANDSON.
